IS MARRIED. 




Washington, Feb. 17.— With a plain 
circle of vugin gold, in the hirtonc 
Eaat room of the White House at thir- 
teen minutes after.12 o'clock today, 
Alice Lee Roosevelt, eldest daughter 
of the President of the United States, 
and Nicholas Longwortb, the Repre- 
sentative in (Jongress from the First 
district of Ohio, were united in mar- 

The ceremony— one of the most 
e ever performed in the Ex- 
rative Mansion— was according to 
the litargy of the protectant Episco- 
pal chaich, of which the bride is a 
ras solemnized by the de 
beauty of I Cathedral service, 
o ceremony of a similar kind ever 
messed by a more dlstingoisb- 
iublage. There were present as 
, not only the most eminent re 
preventative* of the American Oovern- 
t the personal commissions of 
Ithe Kings and Potentates of the pow- 
■ ers of the civilized world, constituting 
fan assemblage not only one of the larg 
, but the most distinguished tnat 
ever was gathered at one time in the 
| White House. 

A halo of a hundred years of rotuan 
I tic White House history nung over the 
bridal couple. Miss Roosevelt was the 
[twelfth bride according to ^accepted 
[authorities, to plight her troth within 
[its classic walls and the identiclal spot 
' where sue today ioined hands with 
the b net and ot her choice, "for bett- 
et, or for worse, is nallowed in the 
memory of another White House bride, 
"Nellie" Orant, who thirty-two 
years ago on that same spot became 
the wife of an Englishman. Algernon 
. F. Hartoris. Tender, indeed, must 
have been the recollections of Mrs. Sar- 
toris of that day, now long ago, for 
she was one of the witnesses of Miss 
Roosevelt's wedding 
One Thousan 
le the bride, 
President and Mrs Roosevel bad desir 
ed that the ceiemony of the marriage 
should be (iniet and simple as possible, 
it was found impracticable to limit 
the function, as was intended at first, 
to the immediate relatives of the bride 
and bridegroom. It became necessary 
to include among the gueats invited 
certain official classes and personal 
friends of Miss Roosevelt and Mr. 
Longworth, and, Id all, the people 
bidden to the ceiemony numbered a 
thousand 

The ceremony took place in the East 
room, made famous by a century of 
brilliant social functions, but no event 
in its history ever was so brilliant and 
beautiful as that of today. The classic 
splendor of the great apartment was 
enchanced by exquisite and artistic de 
oorations and the brilliant sunlight 
of a gorgeous day lent added beaut) 
to the setting of the wedding. 



ly. Not since the incoming of tne ad - 
ministration ot Ptesident Roosevelt 
have the White House apartments been 
so exquisitely graced with flowers as 
they were today. 

While no spat e necessary for guests 
was taken up witlf floral decorations, 
every room in the lower part of the 
Executive Mansion was brilliant witn 
flowers and decorative plants. 

Beginning of Ceremony. 

At four minutes after 12 o'clock 
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ut son Theodore, Jr.. descended the 
main staircase, and entered trie East 
room by the west doors. She was pie 
ceded by Major Chailes McCauley and 
other military aides, and was escoiteu 
to a point at the left of the platform 
where the wedding ceremony was to 
tase place. 

The mother and sisters of the bride- 
groom and other designated members 
of bis family already had assumed 
tneir places at the right of tne plat- 
form. 

That a way might be kept clear toi 
the approach to the extemporized altei 
ot the wedding two strong white satin 
ropes were stiecbed from each side of 
the main entrance to the East room 
to points on the east wall of the apart- 
ment on the north and sontb sides of 
the floral oower. 

Mrs. Roosevelt was followed by 
ber son Kermit.and ner daughter Ethel 
and her sons Archie and yuint in 
couples. The cnildren stood with 
their mother on the north side of the 
alter platform. 

As she entered the East room Mrs. 
Roosevelt graciously acknowieged the 
greeting of friends Sne wore a 
superb grown of cream-colored brocade 
heavy and ricnly designed on which 
were tigu-es of blue and brown inter- 
laced witn threads of gold. Tne dress 
was cut in Princess style with a long 
train of the same brocaded matei lal. 
It was trimmed in brown chiffon, em 
hroidered in blue and gold. 

The yoke of the bodice was formed 
or embroidered chiffon, as were the 
trimmings of the ellmw sleeves. The 
skiit. exquisitely designed, was panell- 
ed in bine and gold embroidery. She 
were long white undressed kid gloves, 
and ornaments ot diamonds 
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magaificient room with the hundreds 
of softly shaded electric lamps of the 
great crystal chandeliers, but, while 
artificial lignts were utilized through- 
out the remainder of the White House, 
was determined to Hood the marri- 
ng scene with sunlight. 

In The Sunlight. 
It was a beantiful conceit founded 
biou the pretty proverb: "Happy is 
inf> bride the snn snines on." No 
loflltr day in winter ever dawned. 
;The air was as balmy, almost, as in 
spring. No more auspicious day for a 
wedding oonld have been imagined. 

For days the White House, ordinary 
open to visitors during specified noma 
of each day, had been closed, pending 
irfangements for today's ceremony. 
The tMtt room, in which the ceremony

Following ber almost immediately 
came the bridegroom Nicholas Long 
worth, accompanied by his l>est man 
Thomas Nelson Perkins, of Boston, 
one oi the intuiliers of the corporation 
of Barvaid College, and a classmate 
at college of Mr. Longwoith. They 
descended the main staircase and enter 
ed the East room under the escort of 
the military aides. The groom and 
est man took their places at the 
of the embowered platform to 
await the coming ol the bride. Already 
Bishop Hatteilee had taken his place on 
the platform, attired In the purple 
and ivory robes ot nis clergical office. 

Scarcely had the bridegroom entered 
the East room wnen the doors of the 
state dining room at the west entrance 
ot the main corridor were Hung open 
and the bridal procession started for 
the exemporized alter. 

Then Comes The Bride. 
The President and Miss Roosevelt 
had defended from the upper apart- 
ments of the White House by the eleva 
tor. They had passed into the private 
dining room and thence into the state 
dining room. There they were joined 
by the ushers, Quincy A. Shaw, of 
Boston ; Frederick Wintnrop. of New 
York, and Francis R. Bangs, of Bos- 
Uuy Norman, of Boston; A. B. 
Wallingford, ot Cincinnati ; Lars 
Anderson, o: Washington; Vicomte 
Charles De Chamburn, of the Frencii 
Km I. assy, and Theodore Roosevelt, Jr. 
Mr. Roosevelt and Mr. Shaw led the 
bridal procession. 

Following the ushers came President 
Roosevelt and the bride, ber hand 
resting lightly within the right 
of her rather. 

As tne procession moved through 
the main corridor and into the East 
the marine band orchestra 
effectively the grand march 
from Wagner's "Tannhuser. ' ' Miss 
Roosevelt never appeared to better ad- 
vantage. Perfectly self-poBee ssed and 
thoroughly appreciative~of "the situa- 
tion, she graciousy recognized and 
bowed to personal friends who lined 
the way to the altei.

TRAPPERS' PROSPEROUS TIMES. 



The many trappers operating along 
the northern boarder will reap a rich 
harvest the present winter, meaning 
many comforts, even luxuries, in the 
log cabins of scores of sturdy settlers 
in the wilds of the northern country, 
who are mainly dependent upon their 
traps during the cold months for a 
livelihood. 

The settlers and professionals in the 
country directly tributary to the Great 
I --ikes look to mink, marten and otter 
to make their trapping operations 
profitable, and the pells of these little 
animals at present command a higher 
price than at any time during the past 
thirty years, while there has been a 
decided slump in the prices paid for 
furs from the black, blue and silver 
fox which bring only >50 each now, 
where a year or two ago they were as 
high as $300 apiece. 

Last wi: ter $4.50 was considered a 
good price for a mink pelt, and it 
wasn't more than a season or two back 
that (2.50 was the highest paid for a 
single pelt of this kind. Now a cheice 
raw mink fur will bring $11. and a mar 
ten pelt from $18 to $20, where $< er $7 
was paid last winter. An otter skin is 
worth $22 just as it comes from the 
trapper's hands, which is away above 
any price paid for more than thirty 
,-ears. Quite a few fisher are caught 
hrough northern Minnesota and these 
are worth from $8 to $10. Beaver are 
ery scarce in this state. They are 
worth from $7 to $9 e*h. 

The higher prices paid for furs will 
also prove a boon to the Minnesota

BALDWIN'S NEW AIRSHIP. 



Captain Tlioma.; Baldwin believes 
he has found a way to navigate the air 
with fair success. Captain Baldwin, 
be it known, is Americas foremost 
aeronaut, having been engaged in the 
profession of sailiug to the clouds 
longer and more continuously than 
any other citizen of the republic He 
began ballooning in the ordinary way 
nearly a quarter of a century ago.

The pay of a cadet Is $500 a year 
and a ration of 3» cents a day, out of 
which allowance he Is r«"'ilred to pur- 
chase uniforms and textbooks and 
meet hlB mess expenses. The sum of 
$1* per aaenth Is also withheld from 
the pay ef each cadet In order that 
upon graduation he can purchase the 
uniform and eutflt of a commissioned 
officer. When the cadet graduates he 
receives a commission as a third lieu- 
tenant la the Revenue Cutter Service 
at a salary ef $1.40» per year. Three 
promotions will bring him to the rank 
ef eaptain with $2,500 salary per year 
and an increase of ten per cent, for 
each five years' service. 

A Strenuous Life.

Secretary Wilson Sounds Warning 



Secretary Wilson has more than 
once manifested a deep interest in the 
question of American Forestry. Mr. 
Wilson has, in fact, for some years been 
elected and re-elected President of the 
American Forestry Association, a pow- 
erful organization, composed of public- 
pirited men throughout the country, 
ftutva has prouabiy done more than 
any other one influence to awaken 
national interest in the enormous 
destruction of the forests and the neces- 
sity for their business-like management 
and preservation, even to the reforest- 
ation of denuded areas and the plant 
iiig of trees upon barren prairie lauds.

Every one 
ot the thousand present wished to 
catch every syllable of the ceremony 
which was to follow. In distinct, re 
sonant voice, tne Bishop began the 
heautilnl niairlage service of the Epie 
copsi church The responses of both 
the bride and the bridegroom w<re 
Mdlbie distinctly throughout the great 
apartment. 

Partic ularly clear were those of the 
bride whose voice was as natural and 
di-tmct as m ordinaiy conversation. 

While her face was a shsde paler 
than usual, her self-possession was pet-

Surrenders His Daughter. 

When the venerable Bishop Satter- 
lee asked the question prescribed 
in the ritual, "Who giveth this wom- 
an to be married to this tnanV" Pre- 
sident Rcosevelt Mi ended tne platform 
and bowed to the distinguished pre- 
late.

At the conclusion of the service 
which cccupied less than ten minutes, 
Mr. and Mrs. Longworth held an in- 
formal reception of the gneats attendent 
upon the ceiemony. President Roose- 
v-lt was the first to greet and to offer 
hia best wishes to the bride and groom. 
He was followed by Mrs. Roosevelt 
and then by the bride's brothers and 
sisters in the order of their ages Mrs 
Longworth and the sisters of the 
bridegroom then extended their oon- 



immediately after extending their 
greetings to the bride and bride- 
groom, the 1*1 at! deal and Mrs. Roose- 
velt passed through tne main corridor 
he Blue room. There they ieceiv 
M guests Jit the welding, after 
bad offered their congratulations 
to Mr. and Mis. Longworth. 

Passing from the Blue room, the 
gnests entered tiirongh the Red room 
and main corridor into the State dining 
where an elaborate buffet wedd- 
akfast was served. No attempt 
tde to seat any of the guesta, out 
attentive waiters saw that no guests 
were left unattended'. 

Tne reception and tne serving ot 
the Lieaktast continued until shortly 
after o'clocx. By that time the 
greater nnmbet of the guests had left 
the White House, and the bride had 
retired to the uppet apartment to pre- 
pare for her going away. 

A photograph of the In i le in her 
wedding gown was taken before her 
departure from the White House. 

Shortly atfer 4 o'clock, Mr. and Mrs. 
Longworth left tne White Houae by 
the Sooth entrance, thereby avoiding 
a large and curious throng which had 
assembled in front ol tne mansion. 
Alone they entered a laige automobile 
and were driven rapidly away. 

They w»nt, it is understood, but no 
lisclosed authoritatively, to the 
oountty home of John R. McLean, 
Friendship," a few miles from the 
heait of Washington, "on the Tonally 
town road.
